It is the foundation of y wo2ld, 
molt fine and pure in ſubſtance, moſt round in 
hape, moſt great in quantit 2, moſe cleaxe in qua⸗ 
lity,+ moſt high in place, where (as it is thought) 
remaineth the humanity of Jeſus Chaiſt; and 
hath therein thz& Hierarchies, holy ozders, oz 
p2incipalities, called Epiphonia, Epiphonomia, 
and Euphumia; and theſe are called of ſome, Su- 
percceleſtiall, Cœleſtiall, and Subcceleftiall, Row 
the firſt hath in it thꝛer oꝛders, as Seraphins, Che- 
tubias, and Thrones : The firſt excelling in zea⸗ 
lous loue, the ſecond in knowledge, and the third 
in iuſtice. Epiphonomia hath likewiſe thze& oꝛ⸗ 
ders; as Principalities, teaching inferiours duty

V Ader the Empyreall Heauen is ſituate the 
Firſt Moueable, called Pcimum Mobile, con- 
taining all other inſeriour Sphcares, and by his 
naturall motion moueth from Caſt to Meſt, and 
fo the Eaſt againe in foure and twenty hourcs ; 
and by violence of this motion carrieth with hun 
all the infertour Spheares, contrary to their pꝛo⸗ 
per motion, which is to the Caſt. And many Phi- 
loſophers thinke, that if this motion were not 
flackened by the contrary courſe of the inferiour 
Spheares, that the frame of Heauen and Earth 
would be toꝛne inpeeces, and nothingpzoſper 02 
remaine, by reaſon ofthe violence thereof.

Mars, within the concauity of the ſpheare of Iu- 


piter, appeates of a fiery colour, running his 
courſe in two yearcs,appearingas the 20 part of 
the @unne,and therfoze doth containe the whole 
magnitude of the earth once : and as Albateg. 
ſci h, a third part moze. Some ſay once,and ten 
firteenes : others would haue it twice, which is 
falſe : ſo that their diameters are as / to 6.

2. de 
natura Deor. is Reuerſio, ſo that taking the Tro- 
pique from Tropos, it is a conuerſion, oꝛ reuerſi⸗ 
on ofthe Dunne, betauſe being in either of theſe 
ci cles, he alwaycs turneth againe towards the 
Equinoctiall.

e/£uum, being ten Ages; but Iohannes de ſacro 
Boſco, diuides the leſſer parts of time into ſtus 
parts as Quadrans,the fourth part ofthe day, oz 
6 houres,an houre being the 24 part ofa natucall 
day; 2 Punctus in the Sunnes account the 4 part 
of an houre, in the Pones the 5 part; 3 Mo- 
mentum, the 10 part of Punctus; 4 Vnica, the 
12 part of Momentum, and the laſt is Atomos, 
the 44 part of Vnica,

Of che day both Naturall and Artificiall, and 
their diuerſe beginnings, 


He day is oftwo ſozts,Natural, and Artifici- 

all: the Natural day is the ſpace of 2 4 hours, 
in which time the Sun is carried by the firſt Mo- 
uer, from the eaſt into the Weſt, and ſo rouud a⸗ 
bout the woꝛld into the Eaſt againe. 

The Artificiall day continues from Sunne 
riſing to Sunne ſetting: and the Artificiall night 
is from the Suns ſetting to his ring. And you 
mult note, that this Natural day,accozding to di⸗ 
uers, hath diuers beginnings 2 as the Romances 
count it from mid-night to mid-night, detcau t at 
that time our Loꝛd was boꝛne, being Sundayand 
fo do weaccount it foz faſting dayes. Che Arabi- 
ans begin their day at None, t end at Noncths 
nert dap; fo2 becauſe they ſay the Dunne was 
made in the Meridian; and ſo do all Affronomers 
account the dap, becauſe it al falleth at 
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one certaine time. The Vmbrians, the Tuſcans, 
the Iewes, the Athenians, Italians, and Egyprians, 


do begin their day at Þun-ſet, and ſo do we cele- | 


bꝛate feſtiuall dayes. The Babylonians,Perſians, 

and Bohemians,begin theirday at Sunneriſing, 
holding till un ſetting; and ſo do ourLawyers 
count it in England. 

The Phyſitians diuide the day into 4 quarters: 
the firſt is fromthe 9 houre of the night to the z 
houre of the day, warme and moyft, mouing to 
ſanguine. The ſecond is from the; houre of the 
Artificial dap, to the 9 houre, warme and d2y,in- 
creaſing choler. The third is from the 9 hourg to 
the; houre of the night, cold and dꝛy, begetting 
melancholp. The fourth is from the 3 heure ofthe 
— the 9 againe, cold and mov, caufing

of Venus, and the laſt of Saturne : ſfillſkipping tg 
tho third planet, becauſe the 24 houres in the Ar⸗ 


FAficiall day and night, are giuen to the 7 planets 
/ ſucceſſtnely : ſo that if Sol rule the firſt houre vp- 


on Sunday, (as hee muſt, becauſe it is his owne 
day) then Venus hath the next, and ſo pꝛocied, gi⸗ 
uingeuery ofthe 24 houresa Planet in true ſue⸗ 
ceſſion,+ vou ſhall find, that the 24 houre, which 
beginneth Munday, falleth to the Moone;therfoze 
if any day be denominated by any one planet, the

The fleſt Boneth he called Martius, 2 Marte, 
of Mars his Fathec,o2 rather of Mars in ce'ped of 
warre, becau e as then the Romane Kings wers 
vled to pzoceo in erpeditions. Foꝛ it is rather 
thought that Amulius was Romulus his Father, 
then Mars; Amulius being his Unkle. 

The nert inoneth he called April, ab Aperien- 
do, becauſe then the poares of the earth opened. 
The third is May, a Maioribus : the fourth Iuni- 
us, a Iunioribus. The reſt of the moneths were 
called Quintilis, Sextilis, September, October, 
Nouember, and December, betauſe they were 5, 
6, &c. moneths diſtant from March. But after, 
Numa Pompilius added two mo2e moneths, to 
make them twelue, calling the one Ianuary, à Ia- 
nua:becan'e as vou paſſe per Ianuan in atrium, ſg 
per Ianuarium in annum, Dz of Ianus, the God of 
Merchandize: who hauing two faces , ſo Ianu- 
ary hath two reſpeds; the one to the yeare paſt, 
the other to the yeare to come. The other Bos 
neth heecalled February, a Februo, that is, à Plu- 
tone: becauls then the Romans affered ſacrifireto

In the ũrſt row vpon the left hand finde the 
length of the day oꝛ night in houres : and ii there 


be any minutes annexed, finde them in the top of 
the Table, where they beſet thus: o, 12,24, 36, 

48. And ſo in the common angle ſhall you finde 
the length ofthe Planetary houre foz the day, oz 
night, vnder their pꝛoper Title. And il you want 
the iuſt minute, take the neereft:fq2 the difference 

pꝛoduteth no ſenſible erroz. As when the day is 
16 houres,24 minutes long: then the length of a 
planetary houre foz day, is one houre, 22 mi⸗ 
nutes; and a planet ruleth that night but 38 mi⸗ 
nutes, as in the Table. 

The length of aplanefary houre thus found, 

it reſts to find any time of day what 
houre it is; which as yet none of theſelittle boks 
haue taught. You mull theretoꝛe learne (as here- 
after) at what houre and minute the Sunnedoth 
riſe vpon the day pꝛopoſed; 8 alſo the true houre 
of the day at the time pꝛopoſed, by ſome clocke,oz 
rather Sunne-diall; and thereby get bow many 
houres and minutes the ſaid pꝛopoſed time is al⸗ 
ter Sunne ⸗xiſing: the number of which heures 
multiply by 60, and to the pzoduct adde the odde 
minute: then the totall diuided by the number of 
minutes that a planet reigneth, the quotient is 
the number of the planetarie houre.

Another way I can ſhew you. Hauing any 
time of the day giuen, and are required to know 
what planetarie houre is at that inſtant, you muſt 
conſider if the queſtion were made before high 
noone, or after: if the, queſtion were made be- 
fore noone, worke as before: if after noone, adde 
the houre of the clocke after noone, to the houre 
and minute of Sunne-ſetting: ſo haue you the di- 
ſtance of time from Sun- riſing; then worke like- 
wiſe as before, | | 
- Laſtly, having found what planetarie houre it 
is, then muſt you ſecke what planet doth reigne 
that houre, which is thus done: Conſider what 
planet the day is called by, as in the 15 Chapter, 
and giue to that planet. the frſt haute, anp to the 
next the ſecond houre, vntill you cams to p hours 
p2opoſed;x that planet which falleth to that hours 
is the planet that ruleth at that time.

Pliny ſaith the Rain-bow isnade by the Sun- 
beames ſtriking vpon a hollow cloud, when their 
edge is repelled, and beaten back againſt p Sun, 
and thus ariſcth variety of colours, by the mir- 
ture of clouds, aire, and ficry light together. But 
(as he ſaith) it pzetendeth neither faire noz foule

Of Raine. 

Ok theſe kind ol eteozs you map reade Ariſt. 
libro primo Meteorologicorum, cap. r. & 2. But 
buefly, Raine is a told vapour, and earthly hu⸗ 
mour, raiſed from the earth and waters into the 
middle Region of the aire, where by the extremi⸗ 
tie of cold it is thickned into the body of acloud, 
and altei ng dillolued, kalleth vpon the earth.

Winde is nothing but many erhalations d2awn 
from the earth, infozced laterally aboue the ſun.

but that the windes bee fozced to turne round, 
and role in this vilcent without lighting, there is 
made a whirle-pirffe, oꝛ ghuſt, called Typhon, 
which is to ſay, the ſtoꝛme Ecnephias, ſent fozth a 
winding violence, x this winde doth beare many 
things away with it,-changing fro place to place;

poſition of the ÞPoone; and this neuer happe- 
neth but when the Sunne and Poone be in a vi⸗ 
ſible coniunction: foʒ vou haue vour meane, true, 
and viſible conjunction; ᷣ which true and viſible 
coniunction alwaies happen together when the 
Sunne and Poone haue no paralax, which is 
when they bee in contunction in the go degree: ſo 
that the further the true coninntion is from the 
90 degres, the greater is the differente of theſe 
two coniuna ions:ſo that you can haue no eclipſe 
of the Sunne, but when the viſible toniunction 
is neete the Nodes. 

Now all eclipſes of the Sunne be either totall 
without duration, which happeneth when the 
Moone hath no apparant latituve at the time of 
d viſible contunction;o2 partiall, which duration 
may happen thzeemanner of waies.

VV Bange Water men „ 02 Maſters of 
Barges and Boates, did (as they doe) 
continnally p2actiſe to raiſe the wages, oz hire of 
their Boats, bꝛeaking thereby p ancient cuſtoms 
and reaſonable wages, andſo abuſed the great, 
anderacted on the poze, whereby many aſſaults, 
and frayes were (and ſometime are) committed, 
which hath often cauſed man · laughter: and alſa 
by reaſon of that eaſie and vnconſcionable gaine, 
the ſeruants of many Poule-holders, and Muſ⸗ 
bandmen,nere adioyning where ſuch Boates 03 
Ferries were, did daily runne from theirmaſters, 
and become UUatermen, Foz the avoyding of 
which, and many ſuch other meonueniences, it 
was o2dained by the fozmer Statute of H. 8.
